limestone increased the -wheat yield 
from 7.2 bushels to 13.2 bushels, a 6 
bushel increase.

Potash, in addi- 
tion to phosphate on limed land in- 
creased the wheat yield 2 
bushels 


per acre. When used on the land

State Chemist no longer depended 
on the samples they sent but only 
analyzed tiiose samples -taken, by the 
official inspectors, they quickly de- 
cided to sell fertilizer-as certified on 
the official label. 


The fertilizer law was • again a 


mended in 1901 to do away with the 
useless analyses of prepared ferti- 
lizer samples sent to the State Che- 
mist by manufacturers. The law has 
remained unchanged since 1901 and 
has proven very satisfactory to all 
concerned. , 


High grade fertilizers have prac 


Hcally driven low grade fertilizers 
from the market. There can be no 
excuse for buying a 1-8-1 fertilizer 
when a. 2-16-2 can be purchased at 
the present prevailing- prices. One ton 
for two cuts the f reigirt bill, bags, 
hauling and handling <?liarges in two. 
Some fertilizer agents still prefer 
to sell two tons of 1-8-1 in prefe- 
rence to one ton of a 2-1G-2. The 
agent's commission is on the ton ba 
sis. 
' Indiana farmers used 9,262 tons 
of straight acid phosphate unmixed 
with other materials, in 1911. Ten 
years later, in 1921, they used 54,- 
718 tons 'Straight acid phosphate. 
There is danger that phosporie acid, 
the only fertilizer ingredient in acid 
phosphate, will be used 
exclusively 


when possibly a mixed fertilizer con- 
taining nitrogen or potash as well as 
phosphoric acid might in many cases 
give better results. Simply 
because 


one can buy all acid phosphate is 
not a good reason to neglect nitrogen 
and potash requirements. 


In purchasing fertilizer this fall the 


freight situation is bound to offer 
complications and it appears advis- 
able to get fertilizer orders in early. 
Satisfied purchasers buy from re- 
liable manufacturers who maintain 
their guarantee and who have a good 
record in the state. Bulletin No. 262, 
which gives ihe inspection results of 
Indiana's fertilizer for the year 1921, 
can be obtained free from Purdue 
University, Agricultural Experiment 
Station, at Lafayette. This bulletin 
should be studied by a]) Indiana far- 
mers before they purchase fertilizer.

HOW TO CONTROL1

the scales to be effective. The best 
time to apply for the San Jose scale 
will be about the time they begin to 
hatch and a second application two 
weeks later. It is planned to advise 
orcha.rdists as soon as the scale be- 
gins to hatch in southern Indiana. If 
convenient the lime-sulphur may be 


applied with the regular summer 
spray schedule. Summer sprays of 
dilute lime-sulphur are liable to give 
severe burning of foliage and fruit if 
applied in hot dry ireather when 
temperature is 90°F or above in the 
shade. 


In heavily infested orchards the 


efficiency, of the lime-sulphur spray 
may be increased by adding 40 per 
cent nicotine sulphate at the rate of 
i pint to each 50 gallons; 


A spray of whale-oil or fish-oil 


soap and 40 per cent nicotine sul- 
phate at the rate of 10 pounds of 
soap and 10 ounces of nicotine per 
50 gallons of water will kill the scales 
even after they have developed a 
considerable scale covering. 


Every orchardists -with scale in- 


fested trees should plan to use one of 
the summer treatments^ recommended 
above.
